CUBAN REFORMS DECIDED UPON. 


Form of Autonomy to Be Granted the 
Island Is Announced. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 31.—The form of 
autonomy which Spain is willing to grant 
to Cuba was decided upon in Madrid today 
at a council of the Ministry, presided over 
by the Queen Regent. 

The decree still lacks the official indorse- 
ment of the Cortes, but this, it is believed, 
will be easily. obtainable when conditions 
have reached such a point that the Spanish 
authorities believe the reforms can be in- 
troduced into Cuba without disturbance and 
turmoil from any discontented factions. 

Publication Authorized. 

This information reached the Spanish Lega- 
tion tonight and Minister de Lome was au- 
thorized to make public the concessions 
agreed upon. These reforms are to go into 
effect immediately in Puerto Rico and are 
announced today in the desire to promulgate 
them as a New-Year’s gift to the citizens 
of Puerto Rico. These same measures of 
relief, it is said, will be announced in Cuba 
as soon as the pacification of the island is 
such that the reforms can be brought about 
without such revolt as would now be caused 


by the insurgents. 
It is claimed that should the rebellious 


portions of the island indicate their willing- | 


ness to accept the system of home rule sug- 
gested by Spain and cease the insurrection 
that the reforms immediately would go into 
effect. Though the decree annousced to- 
night is intended at present for Puerto Rico 
alone, when they are effected in Cuba they 
will be on an enlarged scale and Puerto Rico 
also will be favored with the larger rights 
allowed Cuba. 

Fricnds of the Spanish Legation here state 
that these reforms were not brought about 
by the intermediation of the United States. 

Explained by De Lome. 

Sefior de Lome said tonight: * The re- 
form law was voted by the Cortes in Febru- 
| ary, 1895. It was accepted then by the 
Autonomist party and received a unani- 
thieus vote in the Cortes. Amonggthe voters 
were such conspicuous Autonomists as Mon- 
toro, Giberga, Labra, Ferry, Fernando, and 
Gonzales, all Cubans. The leaders of the 
Autonomist party of Puerto Rico have been 
in Madrid this winter and the royal decree 
entirely meéts with their approvel. 

‘“‘ What has been printed as a new plan of 
reform is nothing but the law of 1806, pub- 
lished by the Spanish Legation in May last 
in the pamphlet entitled ‘Spanish Rule in 
Cuba.’ The restrictions on the appointment 
of Counctiors are not against the people, but 
a restriction of the powers ef the govern- 
ment. Nearly all the Councilors appointed 
by the crown are to be taken from people 
that have received votes from the electors 
or have been prominent in the business com- 
munity or are among’ the principal tax- 


payers. 
Rebels Eligible. 

** Enrique Varona, the member of the New 
York Junta, and even people now in the field, 
could be appointed Councilors by the crown, 
and of course elected. 

“The object of the reforms in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico is to transfer to the Council of 
Administration of each island powers which 
hitherto have been attributes of the gov- 
ernment officials and exercised in Madrid.”

~ [The State Depar’ ent ha; been the scene 
of unusval activity during the year. It has 
given expression to the sympathies of the 
people with the Armenians and has vigilant- 
ly guarded the interests of the missionaries 
and other Americans in Turkey. The Cu- 
ban revolution has occupied much of the 
time of the department as well as of Con- 
gress. Numerous resolutions were offered 
in the latter body and early in the yeara 
joint resolution passed both Houses recog- 
nizing Cuban belligerency and requesting 
the President to use his friendly offices with 
Spain. The latter paid no attention to the 
request, in spite of the almost unanimous 
vote, and issued a prociamation of neu- 
trality. The ,next important step of Con- 
gress was the report by the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs of a joint resolution 
recognizing the independence of the Cubans, 
to which Secretary Olney has taken ex- 
ceptions, declaring that the administration 
of our foreign relations in such a case as 
this rests exclusively with the President. 
The consideration of this joint resolution 
will be takeri up immediately upon the re- 
assembling of Congress, and meanwhile the 
air is full of rumors of negotiations between 
the Secretary of State and the Spanish 
Minister for the mediation of this country, 
based upon promises of Spain to concede 
certain; measures of autonomy to Ouba. 
The Venezuelan quarrel has reached a satis- 
factory settlement. On the first day of the 
old year a commission was appointed to ex- 
amine into and report upon the facts in the 
dispute between Venezuela and Great Brit- 
ain. The commission entered upon its work 
at once. Congress passed vigorous resolu- 
tions extending the Monroe doctrine to the 
dispute, but Lord Salisbury declined to en- 
tertain the view of Congress. Meanwhile, 
as the result of diplomatic negctiations, the 
English Government consented to arbitrate 
the questions in dispute, and a Board of 
Arbitration, consisting of two members to 
be appointed by the Chief Justice of En- 
gland, two by the Chief Justice of the 
United States, the fifth to be King Oscar 
of Sweden, will soon enter upon the work 
of settling the points in dispute. The re- 
maining point of interest in state affairs is 
the reception of the first Minister from the 
new state, the Greater Republic of Central 
America—Honduras, Nicaragua, and Sal- 
vador. 


Among the Executive appointments of the® 


year are those of Justice Brewer, Judge 
Alvey, Andtew J. White, Frederic R. Cou- 
dert, and ©. Gilman, Venezuelan Com- 
missioners; Edwin F’. Uhl, Minister to Ger- 
many; David 8. Jordan, Lieut. Morer, U. 8. 
N,, Leonard Stegniger, Frederick A. Lucas, 
and C. H. Townsend, Bering Sea Commis- 
sioners; Macgrane Oox, Minister to Guate- 
mala; David R. Francis, Secretary of the 
Interior, vice Hoke Smith, gned; and 
Charlies A. Prouty, Inter- Commis- 
sioner, vice W..G. Veazy, resigned. 
Generally the interest of the old year at- 
tached to the Presidential campaign and 
election, The outcome of these was such 
that there is every reason to believe this 
country will have a happy new year. 


THE OLD YEAR ABROAD. 

The old year abroad has been marked by 
many political and military events of. im- 
portance. English politics has not re 
vealed any special features, except the 
election of John Dillon as the leader of the 
Irish Parliamentary party, the resignation 
of Lord Rosebery as Liberal leader, and 
the passage of an amended Irish land bill. 
In March the government decided upon a 
campaign against Dongola, to which France 
made serious objection. Thetriple alliance, 
however, gave its sanction, and the cam- 
paign ended in complete success and with 
comparatively little loss, thus giving Great 

‘Britain its first foothold in the permanent 
occupation of the Soudan. 

The record of France, as usual, is largely 
confined to Cabinet changes. In February 
a stubborn contest oceurred between the 
Senate and Chamber as to confidence in the 
government on the question of certain rail- 
road scandals, The Chamber voted con- 
fidence and the Sehate voted censure, the 
Cabinet ignoring the latter. Upon a fur- 
ther question of the foreign policy in Mad- 
agascar the contest raged with such bitter- 
ness that the Cabinet at last resigned, and 
a new compromise ministry was formed by 
M, Meline. The military record of France 


is confined to the complete subjugation of ' 


Madagascar, as one of the first and best 
frnits of which slavery has been abolished 
in that island. In Germany the absolute 
power of the Dmperor has been assertdd on 
more than one occasion with offensive em- 
phasis, and year by year he becon 2s more 
unpopular both in Parliament and among 
the people. Meanwhile, the operation of 
the dreibund has been extended to 1902. 
Italy has also had its Cabinet changes, 
Crispi resigned Feb. 13, and a new ministry 
was formed by Gen Ricotti. ‘July 11 this 
ministry resigned, and Radini formed an- 
other. These various changes grew out of 
the war in Abyssinia, which ultimately re- 


 @ulted in the crushing defeat of Italy and 


the absolute independence of the former 
country. Spain is still engaged in the fruit- 
less effort to put down the Cuban insur- 
rection, and is fighting againet hope so far 
as army and navy are concerned, as well as 
against bankruptey. Eler military power is 
unequal to the task and her finances have 
collapsed. Added to the Cuban revolution 


whe has a formidable insurrection in the 


Philippine Islands With which to contend 
In Russia the royal proclamation for the 
coronation of the Czar was issued in Jan- 
uary, and in May the pageant took place 
with barbaric splendor, and, unfortunately, 
with o terrible loss of life, growing out of a 
panic.

paign in Upper Egypt; and the British 
protectorate establistied ofer Zanzibar. 


CHICAGO'S easels gy COMMERCE IN 


In this issue appears Tur TRIBUNE'S an- 
nual review of Chicago's trade, commerce, 
and manufacturing for the year 1806. The 
showing is by no means as favorable as 
might have beet anticipated at the be- 
ginning of the year, but considering the 
disturbing elements which have developed 
the percentage of falling off is really quite 
moderate. 

It has.come to be accepted that a cam- 
paign year is a poor year for business of all 
kinds, and thisewas peculiarly true of the 
year just closed. At no previous time in 
the history of the country have politics and 
business been: in such intimate relation, 
The disturbing factors of the year, which 
could not. be clearly forecasted, were di- 
rectly or indirectly of a political nature. 
When the account of commerce and busi- 
ness for 1895 had been closed the gold re- 
serve, which had attracted so much atten- 
tion in 1895, was almost forgotten. Before 
a month had elapsed, however, the gold re- 
serve again° became matter of prime im- 
portance and continued to be such until 
well along in the year, when the enormous 
exports of grain and provisions turned the 
trade balance in favor of this country. 

The faults of the currency system be- 
came apparent when, on account of the 
continued exports of gold, a new bond is- 
sue became necessary. All business inter- 
ests became highly sensitive to reductions 
in the gold reserve, and people who previous- 
ly had given only passing attention to the 
sterling exchange market began to watch 
quotations anxiously. Reports of large en- 
gagements of gold for export caused 
tremors on stock, grain, and provision mar- 
kets and gave the bears opportunities to de- 
press values. The promptness with which 
the bond issue was oversubscribed was re- 
assuring and stopped the complaint of the 
pessimists. Another incident in connection 
with the gold reserve which gave confidence 
was the response of bankers of the country 
to a demand for gold to make up the Treas- 
ury reserve. 

The disturbing factor of the year which 
overweighed all others and which caused 
absolute stagnation for months among 
manufacturers and wholesale dealers was 
the Democratic free silver campaign. The 
announcement of adoption of a free silver 
plank at the Chicago convention started 
the withdrawals of gold from the Treasury, 
which had temporarily stopped, and was a 
sign to wholesalers to bring in their sales- 
men from the field, to manufacturers to 
reduce their output, and to the rank and 
file of small capitalists all over the country 
to hoard their gold and to cause a sirin- 
gency in the money market. The difference 
between the highly usurious rates quoted 
during the campaign without regard to se- 
curity and the cheap money attainable 
since the election of McKinley on approved 
security gives a suggestion as to the extent 
and influence of the hoarding of funds. 
Any number of illustrations might be cited 
to show the blighting effect of the Chicago 
convention on business interests. 

It is a matter for congratulation, how- 
ever, that in spite of the depression Chi- 
cago manufacturers and merchants made 
some extensions to, the territory tributary 
to them and placed their goods in new mar- 
kets, It has been uniformly a year of low 
prices in all kinds of goods. There have 
been further reductions frém the low levels 
of 1894 and 1895 and never before has the 
purchasing power of the dollar measured 
by articles of necessity been so great as 
this year. 

But for the unusually low prices prevail- 
ing the increase in volume of produce trade 
might have served to offset the decrease in 
manufactures and wholesale business. It 
has been a year of plenty but of abnormally 
low prices. The season was from two to 
four weeks earlierthan usual. The bumper 
corn crop of 1895 was followed by one of 
equal proportions, and the productiom of 
coarse grain generally was large. Wheat ’ 
‘was below an average ¢rop, although a 
Jarge surplus from the Northwest. was 
moved to market and tended to obscure the 
real condition of the new crop. “The harvest’ 
weather for winter wheat and oats was uh- 
favorable, and the oat yield, while large, 
was never much worse in quality. Te 
average price of wheat, by reason of the 
sharp advance during the last four months, 
was far above that of the previous year, 


, but the depregsion in corn and oats has 


been most pronounced. 

During a great part of the year, when 
railroad rates were unfavorable, farm prices 
of coarse grain did not néarly represent 
cost of production. The conditions which 
had been dominant jn grain controlled the 
market for provisions, Large supplies of 
hogs, comparative freedom from disease, 
and a big farm surplus of cheap corn had 
their‘natural result in low-priced product. 
Every article on the list got to new low 
ground early in the year, and gradually set- 
tled lower month by month. There were com- 
pensations, to be sure, both in grain and 
products. The export demand for both 
was greatly stimulated; and coarse grain 
exports were simply enormous. ‘Shortage 
in feedstuffs abroad increased the Jemand 
for low-priced-corn and oats. The situation 
in provisions was similar. *

the business interests of the country at 
Jeast have to congratulate themsélves on 
the defeat of the free silver movement and 
the confirmation of established principles of 
sound money and honest credit.

DEBS BECOMES A SOCIALIST, 

A little over two years ago Debs left the 
Democratic party because Cleveland had 
him driven off the railroad tracks, and 
joined the Populists. During the late cam- 
paign he worked for Bryan, not out of any 
belief in the regenerative virtues of free 
silver, but because Bryan had indorsed what 
is known as Altgeldism or Debsisin. 

The Populist party having been unsuccese- 
ful, Debs now leaves it and annonnces that 
he has jomed the Socialists. This is not un- 
expected. He has been drifting in that di- 
rection for some time. When a man gets to 
talking about “ wage slavery,” “ industrial 
bondage,” and “the accursed competitive 
system,” it is easy to tell where he will wind 


up. 
But for one little circumstance Debs would 


be a militant Anarchist instead of a preach- . 


er of socialism. He tried his hand at 

anarchy two and a half years ago, and dis- 

covered to his disgust that the National 

Government has bayonets and jails for those 

who trespass on its rights. Six months’ im- 

prisonment took all the belligerency out of 
Debs. 

The program he is going ‘to advocate 
henceforth is the abolition of the private 
ownership of land, capital, and the means 
of production and distribution—the factories 
and the railways. All these things are to 
be the property of the “ codperative com- 
monweaith.” They are to be managed by 
a Board of Directors, to be elected by pop- 
ular suffrage. Debs would expect to be 
otfe of them. 

The members of such board would have, 
good pickings for a time. All that the in- 
dustry of past generations has accumulated 
would be at their disposal, and they would 
live high. 

But those accumulations would not last 
long. Consumption would begin to outrun 
production the moment men were deprived 
of the stimulus and incentive of private 
ownership. They would work only when 
they, had to, like the inmates of peniten- 
tiaries and poorhouses. 

Debs will not make any more by preaching 
socialism than he did by preaching Bryan- 
ism. He may find some men who will ap- 
plaud him when he speaks of a codJperative 
commonwealth which will give them daily 
rations of food, beer, and tobacco in ex- 
change for little or no work. But when he 
tells the farmers that they must give up the 
title deeds of their farms and work as ten- 
ants of the “ commonwealth” they will 
talk back. 

So will the city workingmen who have 
houses and lots which they have paid for. 
So will the shopkeepers and tradesmen. All 
the men who own anything or hope to 
own something will tell Debs they have no 
use for him. He is not going to revolu- 
tionize society. 

THE DRAINAGE ne ag WANTS MILL- 
5, 

The treacherous. Republican member of 
the Drainage Board—Braden—and his four 
Democratic associates have figured out that 
over and above the means in sight “ not less 
than ” $3,685,000 will be needed to com- 
plete the drainage channel work sv that the 
water may be turned on. 

This is the prelude to the statement thgt 
it is the intention of this majority, made up 
of four Democrats and a bolting Republic- 
an, to go to Springfield this month and ask 
the Republican Legislature to enable them 
to levy extra taxes during 1898 and 1800 
in order to raise the money they pretend is 
needed. 

Then the promise is made that if the. 
Legislature will grant the power to raise 
at least $3,685,000 by additional taxation 
water will be running through the main 
channel by 1899. 

That promise is worthless. It is simply 
the bait the tax-trap is to be baited with. 
If the additional money asked for is given 
the money will be ‘spent, but the work will 
not be finishited. If those who control the 
board now control it then, they will go to 
the next General Assembly protesting that 
if they are given a few millions more they 
will surely turn on the water by 1901. 

The game of the five Trustees is trans- 
parent. They want more money from a 
community taxed already to the limit of 
endurance, and they will keep on asking 
for more as long as the liberality of the 
Legislature and the patience of the tax- 
payers hold out. 

The program of the Republican traitor 
and his Democratic colleagues turns out to 
he precisely what Tus Trisune stated a 
month ago it would be. When this paper 
heard of the deal that had been made by 
the “machine” Trustee Braden it stated 
thut the ortteome would be a vastly in- 
creased expenditure and the postponement 
of the completion of the work. 

The very first thing the members of the 
coalition do,is to ery “ give, give,” and to 
demand additional millions, which will go 
in part for the payment of * extras”: to 
contractors. As for the work on the 
drainage channel, that will drag along. The 
people will have to drink impure water, and 
the: death rate will have to remain high.

What does it matter to the ring if people die 
off because of impure water? : It does not 
look on the drainage channel as a sanitary 
measure, but as a means of fleecing the 
taxpayers,

Does it 
watit the work on the drainage channel to 
drag on for years instead of being finished 
speedily? ' Does it want the heavy taxes the 
property-owners are paying now to. sctond 
lected for years to come? : 
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who rose to eminence among their fellows. 
The ranks of literature, music, and art were 
denuded, most heavily, and science suffered 
the loss of some of its most learned devo- 
tees. In the realms of royalty throughout 
the world thé “ silent messenger " wae little 
in evidence. Prince Henry of Battenberg, 
the husband of Princess Beatrice, was the 
most conspicuous of those summoned from 
the royal domain, and his martyrdom in 
South Africa had the unique result of bring- 
ing to light a host of admirable qualities 
that were denied to him by pubhe repute 
while he was in life. Nasir-ed-din, the 
Shab of Persia, was little known to the 
world at large during his reign, and his 
passing away created only a ripple in the 
capitals of Europe. He belonged to that 
class of Eastern potentates whose charac- 
ters cannot endure the light of investigation 
by civilization, 

In the world of literature the death of 
Harriet Beecher Stowe touched the public 
heart most keenly. So many thousands 
have laughed and cried over the pages of 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” that the passing 
away of its author necessarily touched a 
popular chord of grief and sympathy. Mary 
Abigail Dodge was another talented woman, 
but she displayed in her writings as “ Gail 
Hamilton” a force and virility that! have 
been equaled by few men. Poetry lost two 
of its shining lights in the death in Bngland 
of William Morris and Wovencry Patmore, 
and such a loss is the more serious because 
the muses appear to be flouting most of the 
recent suppliants for inspiration. Thomas 
Hughes of Rugby had built a shrine in the 
hearts of the youth of the world before he 
was called away. His “ Tom Brown ” sto- 
ries will be wholesome food for boys as long 
as sturdy manhood remains admirable. 
France lost a poet, author, and art critic 
who had won fame in each field when 
Arsene Houssaye died. He was more than 
80 years old, and was enjoying the fruits of 


success that had attended a career full of ' 


intense activity. Edmond Louis Antoine 
de Goncourt, another author of wide repute, 
was lost to the French. » Germany was 
practically passed over by death, for Prof. 
Ernst Curtius, the historian, was the only 
notable literary contributor to fall vid the 
wayside. 

The deatlt of Prof. ‘Lilienthal in Gime 
was a severe blow to science. His flying 
machine experiments had steadily advanced 
to a point where success seemed ultimately 
probable, and no one can take yp the work 
whete he left it. Prof. J.“D. Whitney of 
Harvard, who died early in the year, was a 
geologist who had contributed largely to 
the literature of his specialty. Prof. L. U. 
Fowler will be remembered chiefly for the 
mastery he acquired in the interesting sci- 
ence of phrenology. Sir William Robert 
Grove had won renown among physicists 
for his exhaustive investigations and con- 
vincing experiments. Jean Baptiste Léon 
Say contributed largely. to the econom- 
ic literature of France and was a recognized 
authority. on all. questions pertaining to 
political economy. Benjamin A. Gould had 
been associated with Harvard University 
for years, and his astronomical observa- 
tions and calculations were highly valued by 
his fellow-scientists. The death of G. W. 
G. Ferris, who designed and built the Ferris 
wheel, has been so recent that the public, 
which had learned to respect the genius of 
the man, has not yet ceased talking of a 
achievements of his brief career. 

The necrology of the year in music hen 
been large and notable. Sir Joseph Barns- 
by, the famous Wnaglish composer and con- 
ductor, was among the number. The death 
of Heary Leslie, whose musical composi- 
tions and songs were so popular, proved 
another sad bereavement to England, Am- 
broise Thomas, whose operas “ Mignon” 
and “ Hamlet ” are familiar the world over, 
was a composer of a high order. Clara 
Schumana will be remembered partly be- 
cause of the reflected fame of her husband, 
Robert Schumann, but she was herself a 
pianist of no ordinary ability. Carlo Gomez, 
the Brazilian operatic composer, was practi- 
cally without a rival in his own country, 
and his work has been compared favorably 
with that of the geniuses of more favored 
nations. Joseph Alfred Morello was identi- 
fied with the music world closely because 
he published many of the compositions of 
his time that were most meritorious. Elise 
Biscaccianti was one of the old-school opera 
singers of Italy, and her fame was greatest 
among the members of the generation that 
is now passing away. IF’. N. Crouch could 
have safely intrusted his place in the hearts 
of music-loyers to his song “ Kathleen 
Mavourneen.” Katharina Lohse-Klafsky 
was a prima donna of great power, and her 
life in Germany was a round of sigtial suc- 
cesses. Anton Bruckner, the Viennese sym- 
phony composer, wasamong the leaders in his 
special field. Pietro Ferranti achieved most 
of his repute.as an operatic baritone. Italo 
Campanini, the opera tenor, leaves behind 
him a memory of musical genius that will 
live at least as long as the generation of 
those who heard him survives, and then will 
pass into musical history. William Stein- 
way, the pianomaker of New York, al- 
though not a musician himself, was a patron

If any one feature can be selected as 
characteristic of the sports and athletic 
pastimes of the year 1896, it is extension. 
The different departments of sport have 
shown a growth in excellence corresponding 
with a gradual reaching out towards new 
fields. East and West have competed in a 
number of events, and international con- 
tests have been more frequent than during 
past years. There have been many records 
broken, but there are none of the phenome- 
nal performances of previous years. — 

Probably no event in amateur athietics 
¢reated more interest than the revival of 
the Grecian games at Athens in April, and 
the triumphant visit of the Princeton and 
Boston Athletic track teams. 


Dunraven Prefers Charges. 

After this, the trip of the Yale crew at 
Henley during June and July and the de- 
feat of the blue July 7 was the next impor- 
tant international event. The boating events 
in the East created great attention, Cornell 
winning June 28. 

There was no great internationd!] yacht 
race, Lord Dunraven’s charges preventing 
an amicable contest, and the subsequent 
answer by the New York Yacht club strain- 
ing the relations existing between sailors of 
the two countries. The international con- 
tests on Lake Erie Aug. 25 and 26, in which 
Venvcedor of Chicago was defeated by Can- 
ada, furnished the interest for Western 
sailors. y 

Another international event was the trip 
through America of the Australian cricket 
team during September and October, tho 
Chicago players being defeated Oct. 6. Sept. 
16 the same players were again vanquished 


contests in Chicago have been of more than 
usual interest, the cups offered in the dif- 
ferent inter-club series bringing out some of 
co best cricket seen in Chicago for a long 
time, 

Golf has become one of the popular games 
of Chicago, and Chicago has become the 
golf city of the country, securing the ama- 
teur and open championships of the country. 
Mr. H. J. Wigham won the amateur cham- 
pionship easily at. the annual tournament at 


$Shinnecock Hills, Long Island, July 17, and 


James Foulis took the open championship. 
The tennis season of the year 1896 is espe- 
clally remarkable for the prominence se- 
cured by the Western players. For the first 
time in the history of the game in the United 
States the national double champlonship 
was won by a Western team—the Neel broth- 
ers of Chicago. They defeated the best two 
Eastern teams in two splendid battles and 
carried the honors West with them. In 
singles also the Western champion, Carr B. 
Neel, made an unexpectedly good showing, 
defeating every player of note in the coun- 
try except the national champion, R. D. 
Wrenn. Throughout the West there was a 
great increase of tennis enthusiasm, while 
the East showed a falling off in this regard. 


International Tennis Games. 


Another remarkable feature of the last 
tennis season was the good showing made 
by the American players abroad. W. A. 
Learned, while in England, defeated a num- 
ber of the best foreign experts and secured 
a ranking of sixth there. 

There seems to have been a decline in the 
interest in track athletics in the West. The 
intercoMegiate meet held June 6 was easily 
won by Wisconsin. In the East Interest 
seems to have been greater, and Wefers, at 
different times, broke a number of-the short 
distance records. May 50 he took the 100 
and 220 yard records, and at the same time 
the half mile run and high jump records 
were broken. 

Two meetings have been held by Western 
coNege faculties during the year. The rules 
governing athletic sports have been drawn 
more closely than ever before and a corrc- 
sponding improvement has been manifested 
in track athletics as well as in other branch- 
es of collegiate sport. 

In swimming, G. J. Whittaker of the Chi- 
cago Athletic club won the championship 
for 100 yards in New York March 18. 

Both collegiate and professional baseball 
have had a year of prosperity. The Harry 
Wright celebration was a unique feature in 
baseball history and excited interest all over 
the United States. The game at Rockford 
April 13 between the o'd-time nines opened 
the season in the West, and during the rest 
of the summer all the games were well at- 
tended. The first regular league games were 
played April 16. 

Baltimore won the championship and the 
Temple cup series, Chicago finishing in fifth 
place, after a hard fight with Boston. Sept. 
27. Baltimore- closed its season with a firm 
grip on the championship pennant. The 
Western League ran through the season 
prosperously, but the Western Association 
disbanded early in the summer. 


Baseball Difficulties Settled. 


The annual meeting of the leagué mag- 
nates was held at the Auditorium Hotel on 
Nov. 11, and resulted in a series of sessions 
of unusual interest. A deadlock occurred 
over increasing the membership of the Board 
of Arbitration, and the Rusie case came up 
in one of the meetings, President Freedman 
of New York alleging the injunction suit 
brought by the Hoosier pitcher was in- 
stigated by other members of the league. 
The case was finally dismissed. 

The case of * Patsy ’’ Tebeau of Cleveland, 
who was fined June 29 $200 for rowdyism 
on the field and brought suit restraining the 
collection of the fine, attracted attention 
throughout the baseball world. Tebeau won 
his case virtually, the Board of Directors 
at the session at the Auditorium admitting 
that a mistake had been made in ordering the 
fine, the wording of the order being faulty. 
This technicality being admitted, the case 
was settled at once. 


Gentry’s Fast Mile. . 


In the running races in America no phe- 
nomenal performances are récorded, the 


Kenosha, Wis.,. being the most interesting 
event near Chicago after the closing of the 
Indiana tracks. The Prince of Wales’ en- 
try won the English Derby for the first time. 
There were many interesting events in har- 
ness racing, the chief one being the mile 
paced by John R, Gentry in 2:00% Sept. 24 
at Portland, Me. 

Bob Fitzsimmons was the hero of the 
prize ring in 1896. After the Hot Springs 
fiasco attention centered on the fight with 
Peter Maher in Mexico. Feb. 21 the mill 
was pulled off just across the Rio Grande, 
on the Mexican side, near Langtry, Tex., 
Fitzsimmons knocking Maher out in one 
minute and thirty-five seconds. Feb. 6 a 
bill was passed in the House and Senate 
making prize fighting in the Territories fl- 
legal and this fqrced the battle over the 
border. 

The next event which attracted interest In 
pugilistic circles was Corbett’s go with 
“ Sailor” Sharkey, a new figure in the 
ring. The bout was limited to four rounds 
and Sharkey stood up the full limit of time, 
forcing the former champion to accept a 
@Graw. After this Sharkey came to be looked 
upon as the coming champion, and a fight 
was arranged with Fitzsimmons in San 
Francisco Dec. 2. Sharkey was knocked 
out in the eighth round, but Referee Wyatt 
Earp awarded the bout to Sharkey on a ques- 
tionable decision, alleging foul. Immediate- 
ly after this negotiations were commenced 
for a meeting between Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons.

JACK. FROST PLAYS & CRUBL JOKE. 


Turns Joy of Wyandot Club Into Sor- 
' pow and Its Skating Rink 
“Into a Lake. 

One of the cruelest pranks ever played [n 
Chicago by Jack Frost is the heartless man- 
ner in which he has trified with the Wyandot 
Tennis club. 

The club owns spacious grounds at Su- 
perior and Pine streets which in summer 
is a tennis field, but in winter, upon being 
properly saabaicheiata ti becomes a skating 
rink. 

‘One thon th: ago, relying upon the almanac 
and weather man, both of whom were au- 
thority for the statement that winter had 
come, the men members of the club sent for 
laborers to flood the park and clear the way 
for Boreas, while the young women mem- 
bers sighed several times and then regretfui- 
ly packed away the lawn tennis nets with a 
few summer memories. 

The workmen put a hose on -the fire plug’ 
at St. Clair and Pine streets and soon the 
last chalk line of the tennis courts had sunk 
beneath the waves. 

The grounds leaked badly at first and the 
hose was kept busy for a day or so, while 
the skating and curling pond slowly deep- 
ened and the level of Lake Michigan grad- 
ually fell. Atlasta billowy expanse reached, 
from Superior street’ down to Huron and 
from Pine to St. Clair. 

Then the Wyandots impatiently waited for 
the pond to freeze. The pond was very nice 
in its way, but it could never be of much use 
as a curling ground without ice. The ice 
.was singularly slow in coming. The laborers 
sharpened their scrapers every morning and 
sat on the fence waiting to see the dark, 
murky water slowly congeal and turn intoa 
sea of crystal. 

But it didn’t turn. There was some talk 
by the younger club members of offering a 
prize to the first man of the ice crew who 
should discover the first ice. 

At last, after weary days the weather grew 
colder, and as the laborers who sat by the 
pond in daytime and slept by it in-a little 
house at night arose from their beds and 
turned their sad eyes across the water they 
observed a shining surface in one corner of 
the pond. 

It wae ice. 

The joy of the Wyandots was intense, and 
the delighted laborers got out their scrap- 
ers and would have scraped the ice if it had 
been thick enough to stand on. Two days 
later the ice in the pond became so prevalent 
that an ice expert was sent for from Canada 
to get the curling field in good condition. 

But the arrival of the ice expert had a 
melancholy effect on the ice in the pond. It 
slowly disappeared, and the expert could do 
nothing but saunter about and cast envious 

lances at passing ice wagons, while the 

aborers sat by the pond and deepened it 
with their tears. 

Then there came more cold. The ice 
formed thick and the merry rasp of the 
scapers resounded through the- neighbor- 
hood. The expert had the hummocks 
smoothed out, and considered the advisabili- 
ty of thaving the ice sand-papered. The 
club members sharpers their skates and— 
the next day it thawed. 

A rain poured dismally down, the ice 
broke up, and the surface of the pond looked 
like a farina pudding. The ice faded away 
and no more came for so long that the ex- 
pert grew unhappy, and longed so bitterly 
for frigidity that he finally had to be sent 
back to Canada.

The club is dismayed but not discouraged. 
The laborers will continue to sit by the 
pond in the day sime, and peer into its mys- 
terious depths at night, and if ever a cold 
wave does come it will find them with 
scrapers sharpened and ready, and the 
club members with skates prepared for the 
preliminary glide. 


NEW MEDICAL STAFF FOR DUNNING. 


Body Is Created by the County Board 
and Is to Act in an Advisory 
Capacity. 


The Public Service committee of the 
County Board yesterday by a resolution 
éonstituted an advisory medical staff at the 
County Insane Asylum at Dunning, and the 
board subsequently ratified the action taken. 

Commissioner Wright wanted to delay the 
resolution on the grounds that he did not 
know who the appointees were. 

The names given in the resolution to con- 
stitute the staff are as follows: 

Dr. Harold N. Moyer, head of the medical 
staff at Dunning. 

Dr. Florence W. Hunt, formerly head 
woman physician at Dunning. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, formerly a. 
member of the Cook County Hospital staff. 

Dr. Odelia Blinn, who has taken great in- 
terest in the care of the insane at Dunning. 

Dr. Emanuél B. Friend, member of the 
United Hebrew Charities Association. 

The committee decided to recommend that 
the contracts for the new cottage at Dun- 
ning be ict to the lowest bidders. The cost 
of the cottage will be $39,984.35. The recom- 
mendation was — by the board. 

A letter from P. Kenefick & Co. was read 
before the County Board waiving claims of 
$8,067.69 and accepting the county's offer 
of $6,614.49 as payment in full.

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GRAND JURY NAMES A scapes 
TO SUGGEST MODIFICATIONS. 


Conducts an Examination of ‘the ‘In- 
determinate Sentence System with 
a View te Its Effect Upon Crime— 
Police Tell What Their Department 
Needs—Complaints About Ruthicss 
Quashing of Indictments Taken Up 
_ True Bills” Against Gamblers. 


In addition to indicting gamblers the De- 
cember grand jury yesterday looked into 
the alleged fondness of Mr. Kern, ex-State’s- 
Attorney, for quashing indictments, and 
made some sociological investigations with 
a view to determining the effect of the pa- 
role law upon crime. 

Being convinced that the indeterminate 
sentence system, as it.is now in vogue, tends 
to encourage crime, 
recommend some important modification of 
the law, which, it is said, will have the full 
indorsement of the police. 

Indictments were returned against twelve 
men arrested in the recent pool raids and 
who are charged with conducting gambling 
‘houses. The report was made to Judge 
Tuley shortly after adjourning the day’s 
session.

Rectifying False Names. 

When the grand jury came to consider the 
evidence against the gamblers it was found 
part of them had given fictitious names at 
the time of securing’ bail. It became a point 
ef dispute as to how-much labor would be 
thrown away if men were indicted under 
false names. Detective Andy Rohan fas 
summoned and straightened out the diffi- 
culty by giving the name each man in ques- 
tion carries in his every-~dmy business. 

Chief Badenoch was jubilant after the 
grand jury closed its day’s work yesterday. 
He said he believes the hew State’s-Attor- 
ney, C. 8. Deneen, will push the cases 


against the gamblers to convictions and || 


that the Police Department is now in a fair 
way to cage the “ tiger.”’ 

Owing to numerous complaints from the 
police that cases which they had worked up 
against notorious criminals had been ruth- 
lessly snuffed out just before Mr. Kern left 
the State’s-Attorney’s office the jurors con- 
cluded to look into the matter. Several po- 
lice officials were asked to throw what light 
they could upon the.subject. It is not be- 
lieved any action will be taken unl the 
grand jury touches up the matter in its final 
report to Judge Tuley. 


Prevention of Crime. 


The question of prevention of crime was 
brought up at yesterday's session. Several 
grand jurors have had their minds turned 
in that direction by the mass of evidence 
which they have been reviewing. Col. W. P. 
Rend has been foremost in looking into the 
causes of things with a yiew to working out 
some plan of preventing crime. 

From the testimony which was developed 
in many cases considered by the jury, es- 
pecially regarding youthful criminals whose 
second offenses were so serious as to make 
their cases subjects of special study, the 
jurors concluded to put the parole law upon 
the defensive. Every policeman or officer 
of the State who came before them from 
day to day was questioned about the ef- 
fects of the law in checking or encouraging 
crime. The one voice, it is said, was that 
the shrewdest criminals were able *o win 
their way out of reformatories and prison 
by nice manners and that the parole law en- 
abled the most dangerous criminals, there- 
fore, to defy the police. 

Chief Badenoch told the jurors that the 
Police Department needed worse than el 
thing else a law giving police magistra 
the power to send well-known criminals a 
vagrants to the workhouse for terms up to 
ninety days. The present system resulted, 
the Chief of Police said, in putting the worst 

rt of criminals in the streets at their old 
rieks an hour after the police arrest them. 


To Act on Parole Law. 


Inspector Shea and Inspector Fitzpatrick 
both argued on the same line. 

The jury appointed a committee, with Col. 
Rend as Chairman, to. frame recommenda- 
tions for modifying the parole law. It is 
said the suggestion regarding vagrants will 
likely be included in the report. 

a cannot say what the committee will 
report,” Col. Rend said yesterday, “ but 
probably it will advise a modification of the 
parole law. We may have other sugges- 
tions about the prevention of crime. It Is a 
subject to which too little attention has been 

aid. I want to add the police who came be- 
fo re the jury in almost every case showed 
fine intelligence and good knowledge of their 
cases, and it is our opinion that the depart- 
ment is improving under the civil service 
system.’’ 

The jury will not convene today, but will 
assemble to conclude its work tomorrow. 
Its session has disposed of a large number 
of cases. There have been returned a total 
of ‘204 “true bills,” 150 “‘no bills” were 
voted, and nine cases were passed to the 
next body.

One Whe Says Good Horses Are as 
: Much in Demand as Ever. 

st. Louis Republic: Col. Ed Butler is au- 

thority for the statement that there are more 


horses in St. Louls now than there ever have . 


been in the entire history of the city. Ac- 
cording to his figures, there are anywhere 
from 20 to 30 per cent more now than tuere 
were during the palmiest days of the horse 
car or before the bike came Into use. 

“ 7] am better prepared to. know how many 
horsés there are in the city than’any other 


man living here. The reason is that I catch ' 


them coming and going. I shoe them while 
they are.living and haukthem off when they 
are dead. 

“TT know that the average citizen believes 
that the advent.of the trolley car and. the 
bicycle dispensed with the use of horses ai- 
most entirely, but this is not the case. . The 
bicycle dude and the trolley car patron never 
owned horses. The only horses the trolley 
ear knocked out were the plugs that notiody 
else would care to own, and, there were nor 


half as many of them as is generally sup- 


sed. 

arr ‘Good horses are as hard to get now as 
they ever were, and probably hardér, for ioe 
reason that not so many of them are béi 
bred. You can’t hire a rig at a livery ‘sta ie 
any cheaper now than you could ten ycars 
ago, and if you drive out you will find more 
rigs on the streets than there were ten years 
ago. The trolley car has killed the market 
for scrub horses, and they are cheaper, but 
a scrub horse is not cheap at any figure. I 
havé been trying to get a first-class team for 
three years, and am willing to pay any kind 
of a price for them, but I have not been able 
to find what I want. Ef predict that within 
the next five years the breeding of good 
roadsters is going to become one of the mest 
profitable businesses in the country.”

It 
is difficult to get a stockholder to tie his 
stock up in the way that is proposed in the 
face of a rising market. If stocks were going 
down and a holder was fpesepartie ty against 
loss with the prospects of making profits on 
the transaction there would be more proba- 
bility of the offer being accepted. 

The Clearing-house Executive committee re- 
ports the banks are all in good shape at the 
close of the vear, aside from those which 
have already failed.or gone into liquidation.

fm Lieu of Promised ‘Imereased 
BRarnings Bring Conditions to the 
Point Where a Turn for Better 
Things Is, with Show of Reason, 
Expected—Review of 1893 and 1894 
Gives Consolation for 1896. | 


The year just. closed has been oné of dis- 
appointment losses in all lines of busi- 
ness, and ae the railroads cannot prosper 
when other interests suffer, they have pain- 
fully reflected the general depression. The 
promise of increased earnings given early 
in the year was not sustained, and as a con- 
sequence many companies which, if. good 
times had set in, would have been able to 
meet their obligations, were obliged to de- 
fault and turn over possession of their prop- 
erty to the courts. Instead, therefore, of 
the expected decrease in the number of in- 
solvencies, compared with the previous year, 
an increase-is found in both the number and 
mileage’ of roads placed in the hands of re- 
ceivers, although. the capitalization involved 
is considerably less. | 

Compared with elther 1894, 1898, or 1892, 
the record of 1806 is favorable, although at 
the best it is still bad enough, for it shows 
thet during last year thirty-four roads, with 
5,441 miles of lines and a bond and stock 
capitalization of about $275,600,000, joined 
the list of railways operated by receivers. 

From statistics and records furnished by 
the Railway Age, it appears that during fhe 
year just ended there were thirty-four roads 
placed in the @ands of receivers, with a total 
mileage of 5,441, having a bonded’ debt of 
$173,064,000 and a capital stock of $102,533,- 
Udo. 

The most important failure of the year was 
that of the Baltimore and Ohio, with 2,004 
miles of road and over 124 millions of bonds 
and stocks, besides heavy floating debt and 
arrears of interest. The bankruptcy of this 
old and formerly profitable company was 
discouraging evidence of the effects of un- 
limited competition. The other notable fail- 
ures include the Louisville, New Albany and 
Chicago, 501 miles and $28,750,000 of liabil- 
ities: the six roads forming the Vdndalia 
system, aggregating nearly 600 miles and 
$24,000,000 of bonds and stock; the Pitts- 
burg and Western, involved in the embar- 
rassment of the Baltimore and Ohio, 352 
miles and $18,500,000; and two. related East- 
ern roads, the Central Vermont and Ogdens- 
burg and Lake Champlain, covering T78 
miles of road and nearly $17,000,000 of in- 
vestment. The other insolvents represent 
smaller mileage, atthough the aggregate 
losses involved to bondholders, stockholders, 
and other creditors are by no means insig- 
nificant. 

How many serious disasters have attended 
investments in railways in this country may 
be seen, in part, by the following summary 
of receiverships for the past thirteen years:

As foreclosure sales are the sequence of 
receiverships in previous years they will 
be found to increase when the number of 
new receiverships begins to diminish. This 
counter-baliancing movement Nas been going 
on notably for the last four years. 

There -was an immense increase in the 
fureciosureship records inthe last year. Yet 
it appears that in 1806 no less than fifty-eight 
roads were sold for their creditors, rep- 
resenting 13,730 miles of lines and the enor- 
mous capitalization of over $1,150,000,000. 

Many great companies have helped to 
swell this list of foreclosure sales which, in 
respect to number of roads, has been equaled 
in only one previous year, while in mileage 
and capital involved it far exceéds any 
other year in the history of railways. 

Among the principal systems that have 
thus passed through the costly ordeal: of 
reorganization are the following: ;

FOR INTERCHANAGEABLE MILEAGE. 


Meeting of Western Roads to Be Held

proposition to authorize the issue of inter- 
changeable mileage tickets by the Western 
roads. 

The ticket invented by General Agent 
John Sebastian, a full description of which 
was published in THe TRIBUNE, was thor, 
oughly.examined, and it. was the unanimous 
opinion that its adoption would reduce the 
danger of manipulation of rates to a mini- 


mum.

: Ald. Thomas J.'O’ Malley was arraigned in 
two courts yesterday morning. He pleaded 
net guilty by his attorney to the charge of 
murder in Judge Tuley’s court, and five min- 
utes later appeared before Judge Gibbans, 
where the habeas corpus ‘proceedings were 
in progress. a 

Here the Alderman’s attorneys met with 


Gpposition. None of the witnesses who had 


been summoned was present, and though 
Attorney Forrest made objection Judge Gib- 
bons continued the case until tomorrow 
morning at 9 o’clock. . 

“I will not tolerate any longer. delay,”’ 
said the court. ‘“ If the witnesses are not in 
court on that day I will admit the defendant 
to bail. We will try and get to the bottom of 
this affair.” : 

The most peculiar feature of the: habeas 
corpus proceedings was-the apparent defi- 
ance of the court by the Assistant State’s- 
Attorney and the police. When Attorney 
Forrest announced on Wednesday afternoon 
that he propesed to find out what 'evidence 
the prosecution had against Ald. O'Malley 
there was great scurrying among the podlice 
and employés of the State’s-Attorney’s of- 
fice. Inspector Shaack and Mr. Pearson ap- 
parently came to the conclusion that they 
would not permit Atorney Forrest to fotce 
their hand if they could avoid it. 

Trouble in Getting Witnesses. 

After the writ was granted by Judge Gib- 

bons on Wednesday Mr. Forrest made an 
effort to find out the addresses of the wit- 
nesses, so that they might be summoned into 
court. He was unable to get this informa- 
tion In the State’s#Attorney’s office, and se- 
cured most of the addresses through re- 
porters. Messengers were dispatched late 
‘at.night to the homes of the different wit- 
nesses. Subpoenas were served on Inspector 
Schaack and John Heiden, but Mrs. Eck- 
strom would not allow the deputy in her 
house, and Inspector Schaack denied any 
knowledge of the whereabouts of Policeman 
Michaels. Operatdér Smith, at the Larrabee 
Street Police Station, another witness, also 
mysteriously disappeared. 

Inspector Schaack refused to appear be- 
fore Judge Gibbons, and Witness Helden 
was also absent. In fact, not a single wit- 
ness was in court when Judge Gibbons took 
his seat at 10:20 o’clock. Attorney Forrest 
at first desired an attachment for the In- 
spector, but Judge Gibbons did not encour- 
age him, and Mr. Forrest let the matter 
drop. Even Assistant States-Attorney Pear- 
son defied Mr. Forrest, said to him that he 
was too busy to bother with the O’Malley 
case, and walked out of the court room while 
Mr. Forrest was asking for him to remain. 

As early as 9 o’clock friends of the indicted 
Alderman began to pour into the Criminal 
Court Building eager to learn what the 
evidence was against him. The crowd hur- 
ried to Branch No./3, where Judge Gibbons 
was to sit, and t balliffs were soon en- 
gaged in repeated arguments with the ap- 
plicants for admissipn. 

While the crowd was struggling here sen- 
sational proceedings\were going on up-stairs 
in Judge Tuley’s court. 


Before Judge Tuley. 


. Shortly before 10 o’clock O’Malley and 
Santry were brought before Judge Tuley. 
They, were in charge of Bailiff Rooney. 
Mr. Pearson arose and said that there were 
two prisoners waiting to be arraigned. 
Judge Tuley asked if the defendants’ counsel 
were present. Mr. -Pearson replied in the 
negative, but In a few moments Mr.:-Forrest 
came in and said quickly to the bailiff: 

‘* Bring. Mr. O’Malley down-stairs.”’ 

The Clerk started to interfere, but Mr. 
Ferrest, quickly continuing, said: 

“ That isall right Mr. O’Malley. You waive 
the reading of the indictment and plead not 
guilty. I have read the indictment.” _ 

Mr. Forrest then rushed away and was 
followed by the Alderman. Attorney Bach- 
arach, acting as assistant to Mr. Forrest, 
took up the case, and when Judge Tuley 
ascended the bench pleaded not guilty for the 
Alderman. 

In the meantime Ald. O’ Malley had reached 
Judge Gibbons’ room. As he walked to his 
chair in front of the bar there wasa craning 
of necks to get a sight of the prisoner. Ald. 
O'Malley looked in bad health. His fars 
was drawn and colorless and he seemed to be 
spiritless and disheartened. 

“We are ready to proceed,” remarked 
Attorney Forrest. 

*“T understand that the State’s-Attorney 
is not ready to proceed with the case,’’ Judge 
Gibbons rejoined. “ Mr. Pearson is engaged 
in another matter and desires the case to go 
over until next week,”’ 

‘* There are at least four assistants down- 
stairs,"’ said Mr. Forrest. ‘Here is Mr. 
Barnes now. He can take up the case.” 

** Yes, but he and the other assistants are 
not acquainted with the case. I.am busy 
with other matters and am disposed to grant 
a short continuance,” replied Judge Gib- 
bons. P 

Refers to Client’s Iliness. 


** But, your Honor, my client h been 


locked up for four days and desires to know . 


what there is against him,’ Mr. Forrest in- 
sisted. ‘‘ He is also a sick man. This con- 
finement is working serious injury to his 
health.” A 

“ Which is your client?” Judge Gibbons 
asked. 

Ald. O’Malley arose.to his. feet, and the 
Judge regarded him for a moment. 

When the Alderman had resumed his seat, 
Mr. Forrest made a short address to the 
court, saying that he was not being treated 
with every courtesy by the prosecution, that 
he had been dénied the addresses of the wit- 
nesses, and that after the most- diligent 
effort he had found only two of them, and 
evén they refused to appear in court. He 
insisted that the court make an order com- 
pelling Attorney Pearson to furnish the de- 
fense with the addresses of witnesses, / 

“There will be no trouble about that,” 
said Judge Giblons.- “ I think you will have 
no difficulty in getting the names of wit- 
nesses. It.is the duty of the State’s-Aftor- 
ney to furnish them. However, I will con-

In dry goods the volume of sales 
was larger than for 1895, mainly by réa- 
son of the constant extension of 
trade that is being effected by Chicago 
merchants, in almost alllines. This gratify- 
ing intelligence applies to manufacturing 
as well, portions of the country never before

farmers without much regard to price. It 
was almost an ideal season/for maturing 
corn, but winter wheat and oats suffered 
from wet harvest weather.

Receipts of all kinds of hog products 
have been greater than for the previous 
year. The receipts of cattle for 1896 in this 
market were considerably greater than for 
1895, and there was an increase in the re- 
ceipts of sheep. A little falling off from the 
big showing of 1895 in number of hogs was 
partially offset by the greater average 
weight. An examination of the statement 
of receipts and shipments shows that there 
were slaughtered in Chicago during the last 
year 10,750,000 head of cattle, sheep, hogs, 
and calves. 

Of the articles traded in on the Board of 
Trade wheat was about the only one in 
which low records were not made. There 
was depression on account of heavy sgup- 
plies, and depression on account of lack of 
speculative interest. It was a year singular- 
ly free from crop scares or calamities affect- 
ing the farmer. The dealers in cash grain 
and produce have certainly had a fair year, 
while the commission firms doing a specu- 
lative business exclusively have had several! 
periods of at least rood comparative activ- 
ity. There was more done last year in the 
way of suppressing bucket-shops and buck-

The same pedple who were 
in official positions with the Diamond Match 
company were also largely interested in the 
New York Biscuit company, and a side 
speculation was started in that stock. Prices 
were started up rapidly and the securities 
became enormously active. 


Giant Speculation Comes te Grief. 


The declaration of the Democratic conven- 
tion chilled every speculative interest, but 
the leaders in the Diamond Match and New 
York Biscuit campaign paid no heed to it. 
They continued to buy with an assurance 
which eorvinced others. Negotiations of 
the teat importanee were said to be all | 
but Theré wae an enormous outpour- 
ing-of investment stock, but it wastaken by 
the bull leaders without wavering. They 
successfully passed through the July ac- 
count and it looked as if the campaign would 
run for at least another month. The col- 
lapse came, however, the night of Aug. 2, 
whem Messrs. J. H. and W. H. Moore, who 
had been the leaders of the campaign, an- 
nounced that they were no longer able to 
meet contracts. The Governing committee 
of the Stock Exchange voted to adjourn the 
exchange temporarily. The greatest con- 
fusion existed. Weak brokers had on the 
last day executed enormous orders in the 
stock without taking any margins whatever. 
The companies were found to have been in- 
volved in the speculation and to have heavily 
operated in the stocks on a margin. The 
revelations broke prices tremendously. Dia- 
mond stock had been selling at 720 at the 
time the speculative deal was broken, It 
sold at par on some forced Hquidation dur- 
ing the period that the Stock Exchange was 
closed, 

Of almost as great moment to the stock 
market was the situation in North Chicago 
and West Chicago Street railroad stock. An 
extremely heavy market in July was sup- 
ported with lavish liberality. Mr. Yerkes 
was at the time in Europe, but it developed 
later that he had been a’ heavy buyer of the 
stocks of the two street railway companies 
and that there were contracts representing 
some $3,500,000 for his account which would 
mature on the Stock Exchange im the August 
account. He was unable to take the stock 
and ‘arranged extensions for ninety days.

Enermous Exports of Corn. 


During the first weeks of August reports 
of damaging hot winds in the West helped 
prices témporarily; but te market subse- 
quently presented a dull, sagging attitude 
till Sept. 6, when the lowest price ever made 
for corn in this market was registered, No. 
2 cash touching 19%c. The main factor in 
this decline was the tremendous crop esti- 
mate, as all predictions and rumors of dam- 
age had failed to materialize, and mofe uni- 
formly flourishing coriditions had never been 
experienced. By this time the crop was con- 
sidered past any possible danger of mattrial 
deterioration, and thé bulls had no arguments 
left on that score. 

However, about the middle of October, in 
spite of heavy daily arrivals, the market 
took on some revived strength, due to buy- 
ing in this market by foreigners. Wheat 
had experienced a big advance on foreign 
conditions. and Mnglish speculators bean 
to buy fairly large blocks of corn futures. 
Liverpoo: cabics advanced pteadily for sev- 
eral days. Weports came in of corn ‘taken 
at the seaboard for Irdia. This foreign 
buying and impetus was of short duration. 
The foreigners as a 1ule dumped their hold- 
ings, and the price which had advanced from 
19%c to 26%4c, declined to 224c. As early as 
Oct. 18 new corn grading No. 3 began to 
come.in. Exports. were enormous, but not 
able to counteract the heavy volume of re- 
ceipts. The August recurd was the heaviest 
in years for that month, being 20,866 ‘cars, 
compared with 13,504 cars in 1895, Receipts 
for September were 15,520 cars, against 12,- 
$14 the previous year, and for October 23,980, 
against 12,365. During November receipts 
feil. off materially. The grading of the new 
corn had been running very poor. Farm- 
ers hed been shelling the corn and rushing 
it to market because they were pressed for 
funds, and the immature state of much that 
was so rushed in made the quantity of No. 4 
tremendous, in spite of decreased receipts 
asa whole. The elevator concerns could not 
take it, as it was not desirable for shipping, 
and consequently the bulk of it was at the 
mercy of local buyers, with only two or three 
concerns really needing it. 

Poor Grading of New Corn. 


The price of new No, 4got below tic. This 
low price was so discouraging to farmers 
that many of them refused to ship any more 
at that, and a reaction set in, so that total 
catlots for November were only 7,780 
cars, against 10,300 cars_for the same month 
in 1805. The weather became morc favor- 
able to the grading. , 

A matter that attracted much attention as 
being of vital importance to shippers and 
elevator concerns Was in the fact that the 
gulf ports and Baltimore assumed large pro- 
portions as diréct receiving markets for corn 
for export. It bid fair to cut intd Chicago's 
business seriously. The railways appeared 
to favor these rival markets in every way 
possible, and.the indtceménts which could 
be offered to country shippers on account of 
this discrimination took vast quantities of 
corn directiy to these Southern ports, giv- 
ing Chicago the go by. However, shipments 
to Baltimore. became so great that its tracks 
and warehouse facilities were gluited in No- 
vember, and during the blockade consign- 
‘ments of corn ‘had to be sold there at prices 
which made the country shippers sick of 
that market. At the same time New Or- 
leans had its own time with a flood of low 
“grade corn. Many cars arrived there heat- 
ed, which is frequently incident to that 
Southern market, and as it could not be ex- 
ported New Orleans was found to be an un- 
fortunate.market for such .contingencies, 
After that shippers .were inclined to seek 
the safer Chicago market again. 


. Wheat-Corn Spreads Were Unasual. 


It is interesting to note that while during 
the last quarter of the year the spread be- 
tween wheat and corn was unusually wide, 
not much spreading was done. for a cén- 
siderable time the price of contract corn was 
less than one-third the price of contract 
wheat. Another interesting fact is that 
néarly 15,000,000 bu of low grade corn was 
uged in the West for’ fuel during the fail 
and early winter, and this, together with the 
prodigal use of corn as feed, may become a 
factor nm the future of corn prices on the 
crop of 1806. .

Large Yield, Low Prices, and Hmor- 
mous Exports Features of the Year. 
Oats prices touched the lowest level known 

to the. memory of the present.generation of 

traders, if not the lowest point ever recorded 
in the Chicago market, with No. 2 cash gell- 
ing at 14%c in Beptember. Duing the first 
three months of the year unusually large-ex- 
ports acted as a sustaining influence, in the 
absence of any marked bearish factors. In 
fact, the year was potable all through for the 
immense amount# of oats exported, low 
prices having attracted a foreign demand, 
but as the season progressed the export in- 
fluence was partially offset by other condi- 
tions.. Through the spring farm feserves

The closing month showed a bigger specula- 
tive trade in oats than any other of the year. 
A strong bear party pounded thé market on 
the theory that oats ought to get further 
down below corn, but an equally strong 
party showed .a belief in higher prices for 
oats, and there was considerable investment 
buying. A long line was accumulated by 
Balédwin-Farpum, embracing possibly 2,000,- 
000 bu May. The only other notable line of 
the year was carried by Geddes-Kirkwood, 
At times it was popularly supposed to be as 
big as 3,000,000 bu. This firm began to buy 
May oats in Aprfi, and changed them over 
till the whole line was thrown overboard 
late in the year. 

Exctilent Demane for Clipped Oats. 

A feature of the trade was the increased 
demand for chipped oats, especially for ex- 
port. The quality of the new oats was s0 
poor that considerable dressing was needed 
to make them presentable, and the clipping 
house facilities’ of the city not only were 
overtaxed, but new houses erected gave 
scarcely enough facilities to meet the re- 
quirements. ,

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Wide Spread Between. Wheat and Kye. 


Rye prices ruled unusually low, owing in 
part to the faet that many distillers had 
shut down the previous year, and also be- 
cause of the low values in other cereals, par- 
ticularly oorn. However, there was a good 
export demand, the total from July to the 
present being nearly 4,000,000 bu, The visi- 
ble supply is extraordinarily large, stocks 
being in sight instead of in farmers’ hands, 
but as the world’s wheat crop is short it is 
expected that large amounts of this rye 
will be wanted for consumption in Europe. 
A prominent feature was the wide differ- 
enee between rye and wheat prices. This 
was. considered abnormal, because/the two 
cereals are so intimately connected as food 
products, éspecially in foreign countries. 
The fact attracted the attention of specula- 
tive interests In November, and a markell 
buying flurry resulted in rye. In one day 
the price of rye was boomed bic on the theory 
that it was low-priced as compared. with 
wheat. Local traders loaded up with rye, 
but when they cane to take profits some of 
the speculative strength of rye subsided, 
after No 2 cash had been run up to 48c. 
During the last failure of rye abroad five 
years ago wheat and rye sold at the same 
price in this market, but it was not alto- 
gether a legitimate price, there being some 
shorts.

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Heavy Exports of Barley. 


The latest barley crop aggregaied about 
76,000,000 bu. Exports were about the larg- 
est in the history of the trade, but the 
amount sent abroad was mainly low grade 
to feed stock in the British Isles, Holland, 
South Africa, and other countries, some of 
which have never bought barley here before. 
The quantity of low grade in the latest crop 
was very large. It sold for feed at one time 
as low as 15@16c, and on the average at22@ 
23c. Domestic feed dealers could not “use 
much of it, as it was too stained to mix well 
with oats, and besides oats and corn were 
aiso cheap. Malting results were rather 
poor and maltsters were fastidious in selec- 
tions. Choice barley wae so low the pre- 
vious year that maltsters carried cver large 
quantities of both barley and malt. The 
average price on the latest crop was 298. 
The best came from Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
and Northwestern Iowa. In many sections 
too much rain damaged the grain inthe 
shock. The choicest came from the bluffs 
of _ Mississippi, being secured plump and 
sound. 


PRICES OF SEEDS ARE ALL LOW. 


Spread Between Wheat and Flax Never 
: Before Ruled So Narrow. 

The latest flax crop was very large,,the 
highest estimate being placed at 19,000,000 
bu and the lowest being 13,500,000 bu, with 
a large number of authorities making it in 
the. neighborhood of 18,000,000 bu. Such a 
tremendous yield furnished an amount 
heavily in excéss of requirements for domies- 
tic consumptive demand. Supplies left over 
from the crop of the previous year were 
large to start with, the visible supply in 
January, 1896, being 3,000,000 bu, and by the 
opening of navigation this was increased 
considerably. The large visible supply and 
the depressed trade conditions generally 
calused the market to decliné to 85c early in 
the’ year. Small quantities were taken for 
export but hea¥y stocks in other parts of 
the world rendered European markets weak 
and marked declines there resulted. ‘This 
market: followed the downward ceurse until 
63@68%e was reached; Such prices were 
never known before in the history of the 
fiax trade. 

Sixty-three cents is about 25c per bu lower 
than any previous. low record. The strin- 
gency of the mofley market preceding elec- 
tion had a tendency to precipitate an early 
movement from the country on e new 
crop. It also had the effect of: forcing the 
sale of largé epeculative holdings and to de- 
press values generally: Subsequently, dam- 
age to the South ‘American crop, both of 
wheat and flaxseed, stimulated speculative 
interest here and in Europe, and values ad- 
vanced about 15¢ per bu. However, the ad- 
vance in the price of seed and the large up- 
turn in Ocjan fréights soon stopped the ex- 
port demand. Crushers took fair amounts 
of cash seed, but the larger part of ‘their 

urchases were for future delivery. Dur- 
ng the last two months of the year, after 
the export demand ceased, a considerahbie 
speculative interest was aroused over the 
low price of flaxseed as compared with 
whéat. Speculators who seldom before felt 
any interést in the flax market began mak- 
ing the spread between the wheat and the 
flax, buying the flax and séelifig the wheat 
on the theory that either the flax was too 
low or the wheat too high. 

Fiax and Wheat on a Parity. 

‘For a considerable time in the late fall the 
price of flaxseed kept at 4 parity wiih wheat, 
and sometimes was élightly below. Such a 
condition was very unusual. Large biloaks

After the fall trade was over values set- 
tled materially under continued moderatély 
free arrivals from the country, due to thé un- 
settied tinancial condition. There was little 
outside speculation, with fairly large stock 
and prices lower than for several years, 
January delivery was the most of the time 
about $2.60 per’ dred. While the average 
quality of thec was good, the percentage 
of choice and fancy grades was small. The 
quality of the crop would have beeh much 
above the average had it not been for the 
heavy rains that prevailed during the har- 
vest. They not only injured the quality of 
the seed, but cut short much of the availa- 
ble supply, owing to the fact that it was not 
possible to harvest securely until so late that 
much of the seed had ripened and fallen off: 
Prices prevailing during July and August, 
being relatively much higher than other ag- 
ricultural products, caused a fair movement. 


Rains Lower Quality of Seed. 

The favorable conditions for seeding also 
produced a demand larger than for several 
years. Aside from’ damage by rains, the 
quality of the crop was good, much more free 
from weed seeds than for several years. 
The-export demand was light. 

Activity in cloverseed Was of moderate 
order. The feature was the large quantity 
of exceptionally poor and damaged seed in 
the latest crop. No season is remembered 
wher’ damage was so general, The year 
opened with fair stocks.on hand, and con- 
tract prime was then about $7.25 per 100 Ibs. 
The yield in Eyrope was heavy, causing low 
pricés there, and instead of importing as. 
usuul foreign countries had a surplus to sell 
for export. The spring season in this coun-. 
try was backward and the demand light. 
Many holders became anxious to realize, 
causing an unsettled and depresséd market. 
When the active spring trade finally came 
stocks became depleted and prices advanced 
a trifie. Several thousand bags were, im» 
ported from Europe, some of which had been 
exported from this country the previous sea- 
son. Several parcels at the same time wére 
carried over on speculation to the new crop. 
During the summer the condition of the 
growing crop was favorable, and speculators 
sold freely for October delivery. Values 
sagged under this pressure till . contract 
prime sold bélow $6.00. Later unfavorable 
weather caused a rise in prices; and contract 
prime touched 89,00.- The qualily of the 
first new seed receifed was very poor, and it 
continued so for some time. Finally the:qual- 
ity improved, and prime settled down to $8.00, 
at which pricé the year closed, the entire 
range of poor to high grade being $3.00@8.50.

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PROVISION LOW RECORDS BROKEN, 


Prices Depressed by Large Farm Sup- 
plies of Corn and Hogs: ? 
The feature in the market for provisions 
was the breaking of all previously estab- 
lished low records in prices. The oldest 
dealers.in the market cannot recall a time 
when pork, lard, and ribs sold so low as they 
did last year. There was a general belief dur- 
ing the last part of 1895 and the early part 
of 1896 that a shortage in the supplies of 
hogs resulting from the hog c of the 
fall of 1895 would. be felt. It was on this 
theory that the market for mess pork madea 
sharp advance In January, and for some 
months after that time any temporary de- 
crease in arrivals of hogs at the Western 
markets Was taken as tardy confirmation 
of previously conceived theories as to sup- 
plies of hogs. The market for mess pork 
attracted considerable attemtion on the ad- 
vance in January. Pork at $10 a barral 
seemed much more attractive to outside 
traders than it had been a few weeks béfore 
at $2 less a barrel. The price of hogs ad- 
vanced in full proportion to the advance in 
products and the receipts of hogs began to 
increase.

LBATHER—-The leather trade was fairly 
satisfactory. The violent fluctuations in 
rices in 1895 might have been repeated in- 
896 had it not been for the disastrous ex- 
periences resulting from inflation and de- 
pression during the previous year, The 
‘ecare of Wide shortage was the bogie of the’ 
shoe and leather trade. Tanners shrewdly 
noticed the conditions generally prevailing 
in all branches of trade all over the country 
and resolutely refused to follow readily a 
rising hide market, preferring to allow their 
‘stocks of hides to diminish and to curtail pro- 
duction or shut down indefinitely. This 
wise conservatism, fairly well adihered to, 
acted as a severe check to the buoyancy in 
the prices of hides, although quotations 
were steadily advanced, which culminated 
in November, to be followed by a steady de- 
cline.

CROCKERY AND GLASSWARE.—Wholesalers 
of crockery and glassware shared in the 
general depression of trade, and report a 
volume of business much under that of 1895. 
Prices declined somewhat, and the demand 
for cheaper goods prevatied up to the clos- 
ing month of the year, when a call for better. 
grades and articles other than necessaries 
was noticeable from thé dealers of all sec- 
tions tributary to Chicago.

Real Estate Board in 1806. 


The Real Estate Board during the year 
championed changes in existing laws tend- 
ing to advance the interests of property- 
owners. Owing to a number of ordinances 
for special assessments passed by the City 
Council the board early in the year sent out 
an eppeal.to property-owners asking them 
not %o vote for an Alderman at the spring 
election unless he would pledge himself to 
support a change in the special qreesnnant 
methods. In order to assist.in the movement 
and to keep account of the number of special 
improvements ordered by the Council a 
special assessment department of the board 
was organized and an expert placed in 
charge. Repeated attempts were made to 
secure the passage by the Council of an ordi- 


nance regulating the method of passing | 


special assessment orders. The third ordi- 
nunce prepared by the board was passed by 
the Council. It provides briefly. that all 
property-owners affected must be notified 
before an order for special assessments af- 
fecting their property is passed. Imme- 
diately after the passage of this ordinance 
the number of orders offered fof special im- 
provements fell off rapidly and, although it 
is not all the board desired, the change has 
been of decided value to the property-owners 
of the city. 

At the January meeting of the board a Rev- 
enue committee was appointed, who have in 
charge the preparation of a revenue bill 
which will be presented to the General As- 
sembly at the coming session. 


Registrar's Office Opened. | 


In February the Registrar's office for the 
Torrens system of land transfer was opened 
under the direction of the County Recorder. 
A committee from the board: assisted in 
starting the office and watched the operation 
of the system until the office was closed in 
November ofWing to the adverse decision of 
the Supreme Court regarding the constitu- 
tionality of the law. The decision was a 
great disappointment to the members of the 
board, but a committee was appointed at 
the December meeting to present a, revised 
Torrens law at the next meeting of the State 
Legislature. 

The board advocated the abolition of town- 
ship organization in the City of Chicago 
and assisted in the work of securing 
signatures to the petition to sub- 
mit the question to the voters.

During the year the membership of the 
board, both active and associate, was large- 
ly increased, so that the organization is now 
stronger and in better condition than ever 
before. Its finances are in excellent shape, 
and the board will in all probability at no 
distant date. own a building of its own.

The progrcssive young giant of Western 
cities has again demonstrated that her busi- 
ness-men are of the most practical and far- 
seeing kind, Until within the last two years 
it has been considered a proper and econom- 
ical arrangement for large consumers: of 
light to install their own plants and manu- 
facture electric light themselves, but a thor- 
ough practical test has demonstrated that it 
is not posgible for a large mercantile con- 
cern, the best part of the directing brain 
power of which is naturally directed and 
trained in other channels, dependent upon 
engineers of comparative inexperience and 
ignorance, with small plants at their com- 
mand, which are.on account of their small 
Size necessarily expensive to operate, to 
compete successfully with the large central 
station companies who manufacture on a 
scale of magriificent*’ proportions and with 
plants containing the most modern and effi- 
cient machinery, obtain results which énable 
them to sell with reasonable profit at a price 
below the cost of production of the small 
consumer, even when items of rent of space, . 
depreciation, annoyance, and risk of acci- 
dent matters, which no shrewd and well-in- 
formed business-man will underestimate, 
ure left entirely out of the question. So 
with characteristic lack of old fogyism many 
of Chicago’s business-men are already sell- 
ing their apparatus for what it will bring 
while there is a market and making neces- 
sary arrangements to obtain their service 
for operation of light, elevators, and small 
power from the Chicago Edison company, 
and those who have already made the move 
are prying into matters of cost ina way they 
never did before, with the result that what 
they learn is rapidly converting them to the 
modern tdea of buying their light and power 
from companies who make a business of its 
manufacture.

Premiam Receipts for the Year Not 
Encouraging. . 

Premium receipts on insurance policies 

showed a sharp decline in 1896 as compared 

with 1895. Wholesale and retail dealers, asa 

rule, carried light stocks and reduced the 

necessary amount of insurance to a niini- 


mum. 

The increase in the price of wheat during 
the last part of the year greatly’ benefited 
the local agencies and relieved to some ex- 
tent the dullnessin the insurance business. 

While the premium receipts were compara- 
tively light last year most of the companies 
will be able to maké a good showing in the 
annual statement owing to the decrease in 
the fire losses of $19,822,139 as compared 
with 1895. 

The most extensive fires of the year in Chi- 
cago with the loss in each instance were as 
follows: Fire in Union Brewing company 
plant, $75,000; A. Ellinger & Co.’s store, $104,- 
900; fire in Blue Island, $150,000; City railway 
street car barns, $542, 700; Chicago and Pa- 
cific Elevators A and B, $1,500,000, 


Affairs in the Local Board. 


The Chicago Underwriters’ Association 
closed the year with the largest membership 
in its history. Numerous applications for 
membership were passed upon during the 
year and granted, while the withdrawais 
were comparatively few. In January Ed- 
ward M. Teall was elected President of the 
association, Clarence Pellett Vice-President, 
and Bdward B. Case Treasurer. R.N. Trim- 
minghaitm was elected Secretary, H. H. Glid- 
den Manager, and T. A. Bowden Superin- 
‘tendent of Ratings, all being retained in their 
positions from 1805. 

Various matters of importance were before 
the board during the year. In February the 
City Council passed an ordinance requiring 
the agents to pay 2 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts into the City Treasury for the benefit 
of the Fire Department fund in accordance 
with a law passed by the last Legisiature 
authorizing such a tax in cities where regu- 
lar fire departments are maintained. Asa 
matter of retaliation the board in June de- 
cided to raise rates on all property in the 
city 5 per cent. This proposition was re- 
ceived with such disfavor on the part of the 
policyholders that the levy of the additional 
premium was postponed until Aug. 1. Mean- 
while negotiations were entered into be- 
tween the board and the City Council look- 
ing to an adjustment of the difficulty. Spe- 
cial committees were appointed. After sev- 
eral conferences it was decided to reduce 
the amount of the tax from 2 tol per cent. 
This was done by the Council and the insur- 
ance men decided not to contest the legality 
of the ordinance in the courts. All thecom- 
panies paid the tax, according to an agree- 
ment with the Council, on the gross receipts 
for the four months from March 1 to July 1, 
making the returns in the future for the 
year on July 1. 

The tax does not apply to Illinois compa- 
nies. 

Insurance Brokers Protest. 


Under the terms of the ordinance all in- 
surance brokers are required to pay an an- 
nual license fee of $25. Meetings of brokers 
were held during the summer and protegts 
filed with the City Council against this pro- 
vision of the ordinance. The brokers were 
required, however, to pay the license, and 
suits were filed against all who failed to do 
sO. 

In November representatives of the for- 
eign and Connectiqnt insurance companies 
doing business in the city held a meeting 
and decided to contest the constitutionality 
of the personal tax law as applied to ‘nsur- 
ance companies on the ground of double tax- 
ation. 

Acetylene gas occupied the attention of 
underwriters during the larger part of the 
year. Experiments were made, expert tes- 
timony on the use of the gas was secured, 
and the matter thoroughly investigated. The 
question came before the board on an a 
plication from the City railway to use t 
new illuminant in the cars of the compas 
without extra charge for the insurance. The 
Executive committee at the quarterly meet- 
ing of the board in November recommended 
the permission to use the gas under certain 
restrictions, 
receive the approval of the board. 

Rates were raised during the year on car 
barns of railway companies as they are now 
constructed. In case the barns are divided 
so that the area is smaller and suitable 
fire walls are erected the rates remain un: 
changed. 

In March the County Commissioners 
awarded insurance on the county property 
to the extent of $908,000 to fifteen agencies. 
Propositions were m@de by several firm = 
take the entire amount ata low rate, and 
charge of unfairness in the award caubed 
considerable excitement in Insurance circles.

With the completion 
of this section, a third tunnel, extending from 
the Chicago Avenue Waterworks to the 


two-mile crib, was added to the system. 
The total cost of this extension, including

Track Elevation During the Year. 

The Lake.Shore and Michigan Southern 
and the Chicago, Island and Pacific 
railrgad companies jointly began elevating 
on an ordinance passed March 9, (894, on 
territory south of Forty-fifth street and ex- 
tending to Fifty-ninth street, construct- 
ing. subways at Forty-seventh street, Fifty- 
first street, Fifty-third street, Fifty-fifth 
street boulevard, Fifty-seventh street, Cloud 
court, and Fifty-ninth street, elevating six 
tracks. 

The Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
company worked upon an ordinance passed 
March 9%, 1806, covering track elevation of 
four and two-tenths miles on the Milwaukee 
division, from Clybourn Junction to Rose- 
hill, and four and five-ténths miles on the 
Wisconsin division, from Clybourn Junction 
to Mayfair. 

On the Milwaukee division the Chicago and 
Northwestern railwey company elevated 
three tracks and its yard at Diversey ave- 
nue, covering a territory of about two and 
one-half miles, from Diversey avenue to 
Berteauavenue, where there were construct- 
ed thirteen subways. There remains a dis- 
tance of about one and three-quarters miles 
to be elevated and six more subways to be 
constructed to complete the work on this di- 
vision of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad, in accordance with ordinance. 


Street and Alley Cleaning. 

The report of the Bureau of Street and 
Alley. Cleaning shows that the total appro- 
priation for the year was $651,000. The total 
cost of street cleaning was $265,636; remov- 
ing dead animals cost $37,500; pay of ward 
inspectors amounted to $33,972: office sal- 
aries were $9,499; the cost of removing 
garbage was $312,573; cash collected from 
dumps amounted to $6,263; from street per- 
mits, $14,656. The buregu shows that the 
difference between $672,420, appropriated to 
defray_expenses for the year, and $662,181 
expended is $10,238, credited to the snow 
account. 

During the year 2,448 58-100 lineal miles of 
streets were cleated at an expense of $8.40 
a mile; 10,837 23-100 lineal miles at $12.50 a 
mile; 2,360 83-100 lineal miles at $2.50 (work 
done at day timein First District) ; 209 35-100 
lineal miles of alleys at $6.80 a mile (first 
district); 312 73-100 lineal miles of bridges, 
viaducts, and approaches at $6.80 a lineal 
mile; making a ‘total of $165,276. 

Since Noy. 12, 1806, 1,107 lineal miles of 
Streets were cleaned by hand, cost of which 
amounted to $12,047, or an average of $10.88 
a mile.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT STATISTICS. 


Commissioner Kerr Reviews the Work 
of the Last Year. 

Commissioner W. R. Kerr in his annual re- 
port for the Health Department says: 

Chicago is again to be congratulated upon 
its unrivaled healthfulness. Even. based 
upon the minimum population figures of the 
School census as announced July 1, 1896— 
namely, 1,619,226—the death rate is lower 
than that of any other city of first magnitude 
in the civilized world. 

Up to noon of Dec. 31 Dr. Hackard, the 
Register of Vital Statistics, had recorded 
23,247 deaths during the year, with a prob- 
ability that the corrected: total may reach 
23,270 for 1896. ‘This gives an annual rate of 
14.37 per 1,000 of the school census popula- 
tion. Up to the 20th of December New York 
and Brooklyn had recorded 40,340 and 21,756 
deaths respectively, and reports received 
from Philadeiphia for 319 days show 21,142 
deaths recorded. These figures give anaual 
death rates as follows: New York, 21 per 
1,000; Philadelphia, 20.3; and Brooklyn, 20 
per 1,000—an average of nearly 45 per cent 
greater than the Chicago rate. 


Over 1,000 Fewer Deaths. 


There were 24,319 deaths in 1895 and 23,270 
in 1896—a reduction of more,than 1,00) in 
actual numbers, or .4.3 per cent. This re- 
duction was, however, entirely among chil- 
dren under 5 years of age, which class shows 
upwards of 1,450 fewer dedths than in the 
previous year, while among ages above 6 
years there were some 400 more deaths. 

Dr. Reilly, the Assistant: Commissiorer, 
who has studied these figures, says: “ The 
deaths which show a notable increase are 
those from diseases over which such san- 
itary administration as Chicago feels able 
to afford has little or no control—consump- 
tion,- typhoid fever, cancer, Bright’s dis- 
ease, apoplexy, and similar maladies, chief- 
ly of adult life. On the other hand, the 
diseases of infancy and childhood—diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, convulsions, infantile 
diarrhea, and other diseases of mal-nutri- 
tion, which show in the aggregate a decrease 
of 14 per cent in the number of deaths—are 
unmistakably those most directly. affected 
by sanitary measures.’ 


Work of the Laboratory. 


Referring to some. of the sanitary meas- 
ures spoken of by Dr. Reilly the work of the 
laboratory must be accorded a foremost 
place. One of the most important regular 
lines of work is that connected with the 
regulation of the milk traffic, by which it is 
believed Chicago has now.the best and most 
wholesome milk supply of any large city in 
the country. Out of 24,898 samples collect- 
ed and examined during 1896, only 1,845, or 
about five and a half in the hundred, were 
found below standard grade, and 1,119 suits 
were prosecuted against the venders of this 
impure milk. 

Dr. Gehrmann, the director of the labora- 
and City Chemist Kennicott furnish 
the following additional details: 

in January and February an extended ex- 
amination was made of localities from which 
the ice crop for 1896 was being cut. This 
necessitated visiting fifty-six localities in 
Illinois, Wisconsin, and Indiana, from which 
126 samples of water were procured and 
analyzed. Such waters as it Was necessary 
to condemn were from rivers or lakés near 
towns. Analyses of ice collected from deal- 
ers prior to June 138 showed 65.4 per cent of 
samples not to be in accord with the require- 
ments of the ordinance. Subsequent to June 
13 the percentage of samples not of required 
quality is 19.4 per cent, those showing seri- 
ous contamination being 5.8 per cent of the 
entire numiber analyzed. 

The special bacteriologic work has been 
the diagnosis of suspected cases of diph- 
theria. Some 3,000 outfits for obtaining 
diagnosis specimens were distributed and 
1,815 were returned for examination. Of 
yma i 46 per cent was found to be true diph- 


“other medical diagnosis examinations in- 
e 119 examinations for suspected ty- 
phoid-fever, thirty-four examined for tuber- 
culosis, and thirty-six other bacterial exam- 
inations for the 

typhoid-fever 
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Ipox. 

The number at.:thaon these medical. tnapectors 
should be increased and their service made 
coftinuous and systematic. Eight men 
cannot properly cover the widely-scattered 
schools of Chicago. 

Not a Case of Smallpox. 


There has been 'no case of smalipox in 
Chicago since December, 1895, although up- 
wards of 350 cases were feported which, on 
examination, have. been found to be some 
other form of eruptive disease. If the vet- 
eran chief of the Division of Contagious 
Diseases, Dr. Garrott, is furnished the 
means of prevention on the same scaleas at 
present he is willing to stake his profes- 
sional reputation that epidemic smallpox 
will never again. occur in Chicago— at least 
during his official lifetime. The corps of 
public vaccinators under his direction-~has . 
vaccinated 110,124 persons—nearly 60,000 of 
whom were pupils of the public and paroch- 
ial schools. 

After considerable search a fluid vaccine 
lymph, put up in s®aled giass tubes, was 
found free from disease germs and uniform- 
ly efficient. This lymph jis received*in in- 
stallments of 5,000 tubes at a time, goes 
direct to the laboratory, where it is tested as 
to its purity, and thence to Dr. Garrott, who 
tests it as to its efficiency. The result has 
been to rob vaccination of its terrors. Tht 
Chicago Health Department was the first in 
the world, so far as is known, to make this 
great improvement in vaccination. 


Garbage Problem. 


Much study and attention have been given 
by the Commissioner to the subject of gar- 
bage disposal. The difficulty lies In the leg- 
islation which prohibits the municipal au- 
thorities from making contracts for more 
than a single year. The first step to the final 
settlement of the garbage question is an act 
of the General Assembly empowering cities . 
to make contracts for this purpose for a 
longer period, say of five years. This act 
should be secured at the earliest possible 
date. 

The present system—or no éystem—of gar- 
bage disposal in Chicago is a nulsance to the 
‘present and a serious menace to the future. 
The rotting animal and vegetable matter 
is dumped into clayholes and other excava- 
tions, covered with a few inches of earth 
or ashes, and then built upon. Such areas 
can be clearly defined by their excessive sick- 
ness and death rates. The subject is a seri- 
ous one and must be dealt with radically if 
Chicago is to maintain its present reputa- 
tion for healthfulness. 


TRACK ELEVATION FOR ONE YEAR. 


Council Committee Gives a Review of 
Werk Done by Railways. 
According to the annual report of the 
Council Committee on Track Elevation, the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern rail- 
road company and the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific raflroad company, jointly began 
elevating six tracks, on territory south of 
Forty-fifth street, and extending to Fifty- 
ninth street, a distance of nearly two miles. 
The Chicago and Northwestern began 
elevating, covering 4 2-10 miles on the Mil- 
waukee Division from Clybourn Junction 
to Rosehill, and 4 5-10 miles on the Wiscon- 
sin Division from Clybourn Junction to May- 
fair. On the Milwaukee Division the com- 
pany elevated three tracks, and their yard 
at Diversey avenue, from Diversey avenue 
to Berteau avenue, 2% miles. The company 
constructed thirteen subways:in forty-five 
working days, this being the quickest work 

done in track elevation in the city. 

On. July 11, 1806, an ordinance was passed 
which provided for the elevation of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad and the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and 8st. 
Louis. railway in Rockwell street, from 
Western avenue to Ogden avenue, and for 
the elevation of the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific railway’from Ogden avenue to Cali- 
fornia avenue. 

On July 27, 1896, an ordinance was passed 
providing for the elevation of the Pittsburg, 
Fort: Wayne, and Chicago railroad in Stew- 
art avenue, from-Fifty-fifth street boulevard 
to State street, a distance of nearly two 
miles. Prepared plans for the elevation of 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne, and Chicago 
railroad, from Fifty-fifth street boulevard 
north to the crossing of the Chicago River 
at Eighteenth street, embrace a distance of 
four miles. 

Plans are prepared for the elevation of the 
Chicago and Western Indiana railroad, from 
Sixty-ninth etreet, in Englewood, to the 
Highteenth street viaduct, over the tracks 
of the Chicago and Western Indiana and 
the Atchison, Topeka and’ Santa Fé rail- 
road: for the elevation of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington, and Quincy railroad, from a point 
west of the railroad crossing west of West- 
ern avenue station, to the overhead cross- 
ing of the Chicago and. Western Indiana 
Belt railroad in:West Forty-sixth street, 
two and a half miles: for the elevation of 
the Chicago and North western railroad from 
Chicago avenue north to Clybourn Junction, 
one and thrée-quarter miles; for the eleva- 
tion of the Unton Stock- Yards and Transit 
company's raflroad in Fortieth.street, from 
the Illinois Central railroad to Halsted 
street, four miles. “a 


SMOKE NUISANCE UNDER CONTROL. 


Fally 90 Per Cent of the Causes of 
Complaints Abated. 
The annual report of the Smoke Inspector 


is as follows: : 

To abate the smoke nuisance in a city the 
size. of Chicago is a matter worthy of serious 
consideration. Forsteam purposes there are 
not less than 50,000,000 pounds, or 25,000 
tons, of coal used every twenty-four hours. 
Situated as it is, Chicago is practically lim- 
ited to the use of the bituminous coals of Illi- 
nois and Indiana. There are*but two ways 
by which the requirements of the smoke 
ordinance may be fulfilled—either an abun- 
dance of boiler capacity, together with care- 
fully constructed, spacious boiler rooms, or 
the use of devices that will consume the 
smoke. 

As a result of prosecutions for the viola- 
tion of the smoke ordinance there has been 
a general adoption of smoke-consuming de- 
vices; but of those on the market only afew 
are worthy the name, while those which 
have a high order of merit do not accom- 
plish the desired results because the de- 
mands made upon the plants in which they 
are placed are excessive. It has been proved 
conclusively that smoke can be prevented 
without any reduction in the maximum 
capacity of the boilers, and the Smoke In- 
spection Bureau is warranted in the position 
it took when it accepted no excuses for vio- 
‘lations of fhe -ordinance, and required the 
actu of devices known to be effect- 
ua 

The most difficult matter to contend with 
is the suppression of smoke caused by loco- 
motives and tugboats, but most of the roads 
entering Chicago have fully 90 per cent of 
their engines eqhipped with smoke devices.

Analysis of the Water supply has been 
satisfactory, as showing good quality of the 
water except for part of September, when 
typhoid was most troublesome. The quality 
of milk has been excellent. Water from cer- 
tain Wisconsin lakes, sources of Evanston’'s 
ice supply, has been analyzed during De- 
cember and dealers notified of sources from 
which impure samples have been obtajned.

Forest avenue has 
been paved with asphalt for half a mile at 
a cost of $34,275. Asbury‘avenue has been 
paved with cedar block for half a mile.at 
a cost of $9,506, and a third of a mile of 
brick paving in Sherman avenue has cost 
$20,662. Evanston has at present twenty- 
five miles of improved streets. 


LIBRARY CONTAINS 219,275 BOOKS. 


Circulation During the Year Reached 
a Total of 2,542,244. 

The Chicago Public Library contains at the 
present time 219,275 volumes and about 42,- 
000 unbound pamphlets. The accessions of 
books during the last year have been fewer 
than during any previous year in the his- 
tory of the institution. This is chiefly owing 
to the fact that the present quarters of the 
library in the City Hall are crowded to their 
utmost capacity. In no department is the 
library as situated at present able to meet 
the demands made upon it or keep pace with 
the growth of the city. . Notwithstanding 
these unfavorable conditions the use of 
books and periodicals is larger than in any 
similar institution in the world, 

The egate circulation in all depart- 
ments of the library during last year was 
2,542, 244.

Messages for Two Departments Flash 
Over 3,254 Miles of Wire. 


There were 140 telegraph fire alarm and 27 
public and 8 private police boxes placed in 
service during the year. 

There are now in use 1,255 fire alarm boxes, 
921 public and 395 private police boxes, mak- 
ing in all 2,571 alarm etations. 

The sytem of overhead wires has been in- 
creased by 117 miles of new wire. Fifty 
miles of ald wire was abandoned and ‘re- 
moved on account of underground exten- 
sions. The total length of wire on poles now 
is 2,414 miles. 

The underground system has been increased 
by the addition of 3,024 feet of cable of vari- 
ous sizes, having a total of 807,060 feet of 
conductors. The department, has now 67 
miles.of cable of 1 sizes, containing 840 
miles of conductors underground. Adding 
to this the wires on poles gives a total of 


3,254.miles of wire. 


ELECTRIC LIGHT SYSTEM!S GROWTH 


What Four Power Stations Are Doing 
for the City of Chicago. 

The electric lighting system has.been in- 
creased by 127 2,000 candle power arc street 
lamps, and 125 light dynamo, 19,077 feet of 
lamps, one 125 ight dynamo, 19,077 feet of 
underground cable. 

The system now consists of four power 
stations, 12 steam. engines. having a total 
rated capacity of 2,425 horse-power, 17 boil- 
ers, with a total rated capacity of 3,100 horse- 
power, 33 arc-light tension dynamos, having 
a total capacity of 2,085 lamps, 1,243 2,000 
candle power arc lamps in service. and 134

The annual report of the City Bureau of 
Maps for 1896 shows the total number of 
plats made was 6,403..
